COGGINS’ BROTHER 
HIM AT HIS TRIAL 


Tells of Conversation State Will 
Cite to Prove Robbery Mo- 
tive for Murder. 


Howard Coggins, 23 years old, a Ter- 
minal Railroad employe, testified toda: 
against his brother, vesse E. Coggins, 
17, who is on trial before Judge Cave 
for the murder of hig stepmother, Mrs. 
Clive P. Coggins, at 4001 North Twenty- 
first street, Jan. 5 last. 

The witness said.he seaw-his’ brother 
on a Terminal work train Jan. 4, the 
day before the murder, and that he 
asked Jesse how Santa Claus had treated 
him. 

‘‘He treated me pretty good,”’ he quoted 
Jegse as replying, ‘‘but he’s going to 
treat me still better. You wait a day 
or two and see.”’ 

This testimony, the prosecution holds, 
supports its theory tha! the crime was 
premeditated, and was committed for 
the purpose of robbery. 

William Levi, 19 years old, who is in 
the pawnshop business with his father, 
at Sixth and Walnut streets, testified 
that Coggins was a frequent customer, 
pawning numerous articles. Sometimes 
he redeemed them and sometimes for- 
feited them. He said the coins and 
other articles which Jesse stole after 
the robbery had little value. 

Patrolman Eckel testified that he 
fourd, in a room rented by Coggins in 
the Annex House, 618 Walnut street, the 
purse and suit case wiich Ccggins 
took from the house. 

Many women were in the courtroom 
audience. A number of young women 
said they were “interested in Jesse,’’ 
out none of them would admit acquaint- 
ance with the prisoner.

BRITISH CABINE 
FAILS TO AGREE ON 
DRINK QUESTION 


Now Proposed*to Stop Sales of 
Spirits and Wine and Les- 
sen Strength of. Beer. 


LONDON, April 8—The Cabinet hav- 
ing failed to come to a decision on the 
drink question, no setlement is expected 
until Parilament meets next week. The 
impression is growing that the Gov. 
ernment will content itself with bring- 
ing in @ measure prohibiting the sale 
of spirits. Even this step will not. be 
exclusively a Government policy, since 
nothing can be done without consulta- 
tion with other parties. 


The coriservative leaders, A. J. Bal- 
four ahd Andrew Bonar Law, are be- 
lieved to have given privately their as- 
sent to whatever action may be taken, 
provided no measure for total prohi- 
bition be considered at this time. 

In proposing the prohibition of. spirits 
and possibly wine and lessening the 
strength of beer, Great Britain woulj 
be following in the footsteps of Russia, 
which, before the adoption of total pro- 
hibdition,. forbade the manufacture or 
use of spirits. 

Even the prohibition of traffic in 
spirits is not likely to be adopted with- 
out Gonsiderable opposition from the 
vested interests. The influence of the 
party favoring voluntary abstinence is 
growing. Its latest recruits include the 
heads of various churches who have 
signed a pledge to abstain from intoxi- 
cating liquors during the war. 

Opposition to the suppression of th: 
use of spirits is in some degree sec- 
tional, since Scotland consumes per 
capita three times as much spirits is 
England and half again as much as 
Ireland. Scottish opposition, if solid, 
might easily cause the defeat of the 
measure. 


KING ALBERT IS 40 TODAY 


Day Also Marks Seventh Anniversary 
of Asquith Premiership. 

LONDON, April &8—The allies are 
celebrating today the anniversary of 
King Albert's birth. The Belgian ruler 
is 40 years old today. This day also 
marks the seventh anniversary of the 
Asquith premiership. Within a few 
week’s Mr. Asquith's term of office will 
have exceeded that of Lord Salisbury, 
giving him the record for continuous 
incumberence since the reform act was 
adopted.

AT ERMAN CArt 


Excise Chief, After Hearing Case, 
Intimates He Is Inclined to 
Treat It Lightly. 


TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Lawyers Nearly Come to Blows 
at Hearing—‘Morality Squad’ 
Men Testify for Cafe. 


Excise Commissioner Rumsey. after 
hearing testimony today that 14-year- 
cld girls had been served with cham- 
Yagne and other intoxicants at the Ehr- 
man Cafe, 3566 Olive street, tovk the 
cause under advisement. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Commis- 
sicner Rumsey intimated that, al- 
though the evidence that intoxicants 
had been sold to young girls was posi- 
tive and had not been refuted, he was 
inclined to treat the case lightly. 

‘T have a little 5-year-old daughter,” 
he said, ‘and I take her with me out 
to the county and when we stop for a 
sandwich she always has her little 
giass of beer.’’ 


Commissioner Ruiuisey indicated with 
his fingers what he considered a glass of 
beer of suitable size for his 5-year-old 
daughter and said: “I don’t see any 
harm in that.’’ 

The case was set for Saturday, but 
Was taken up today because, as the 
commissioner said, he had to leave 
town. The parties to the case were 
notified of the change of date. Other 
did not know of it. 

Girl Tells of Getting Drinks. 

The charge was made by Robert J. 
McJilton of 4709 Page boulevard, wh» 
alleged that drinks had béen sold at 
Ehrman’s to his 14-year-old daughter, 
Lucille, and Edwina Bixby, 14-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Charlotte Bixby, 132) 
Walton avenue, on Feb. 9, while they 
were with Charles J. Kennedy of 340) 
Bell avenue and Harry Carroll of 413 
Page boulevard. 

Lucille McJilton testified that two bot 
tles of champagne and other drinks 
were served to them on that date and 
that drinks had been served to her 
there regularly for six months and she 
had never been refused. 

Carroll testified that two bottles of 
champagne were purchased and@ the 
contents drunk on Feb. 9. 

Edwina Bixby did not appear. Her 
mother said that she had sent her out 
of the city so that she would not have 
to testify, and to get her away from 
evil influences. 

McJilton, Mrs. Bixby said, had talked 
to her daughter witnout her knowl- 
edge about bringing charges against the 
Ehrman place and had said that they 
could get a big slice of money out of 
the Ehrmans. She did not know, she 
said, that her daughter had been drink- 
ing there until she read about it in the 
newspapers. 

McJilton'’s Testimony. 

McJilton testified that his statement 
to Edwina was that the Ehrmans 
Should be prosecuted and that it ought 
to cost them a large amount to de- 
fend the case. 

William Dee Becker, attorney for 
Mrs. Ehrman, the Independent Brewer.-’ 
Co. and Bernard A. Costello, the bar- 
tender, in whose name the license is 
held, had himself sworn and testified 
that Eustace C. Wheeler and Robert 
A. Thoman, attorneys for McJilton, had 
called at his office and proposed to dis- 
miss the complaint on the payment of 
$1250, later reducing their demand to 
$1000 and then to $750. 

Wheeler took the stand and denied 
Becker’s statement. He had discussed 
with Becker, he said, a basis of set- 
tlement of a civil suit to be brought 
an dhad told him that evidence could 
be produced to show that enough drinks 
had been sold to minors at the Ehr- 
man place to aggregate penalties of 
$15,000 or $16,000 under the statute which 
fixes $0 as the amount to be collected 
for each sale, but had proposed to 
compromise for $125. Thoman also 
testified that the negotiations related 
to the civil suit which was to be 
brought. 

Twice Becker and Wheeler were near 
to blows. Once Becker jumped to his 
feet and cried, “You are a dirty——”" and 
started toward Wheeler. He was re- 
strained by policemen and witnesses. At 
another time Becker asked Wheeler, 
who was testifying, why he did not look 
Becker in the eye. Wheeler leaped from 
the witness chair and said, ‘“‘I'l] hit 
yvou.”’ and started toward Becker.

POLICEMAN SHOT 


FATALLY BY WIFE 
Wilh HIS PISTOL 


Mrs. J. L. Highley Says They 
Quarreled When She Objected 
to Open Window. 


HE TRIES TO SHIELD HER 


Dies After Telling Physician He 
Shot Himself —She Had. 
Sued for Divorce. 


Mrs. Mary Highley, 33 years old, shot 
and mortally wounded her husband, Jef- 
ferson L. Highley, 37 years old, a po- 
liceman,, at their home, 6730 Arsenal 
street, at 6:30 a. m. today. She used 


her husband's police revolver and fired 
six shots. One bullet entered Highley’s 
left side and another penetrated the ab- 
domen. 

Highley died at the city hospital at 
$:35 a. m. Apparently intent on shielding 
his wife, he told nurses and doctors he 
had shot himself. 

Mrs. Highley, after the shooting, asked 
a neighbor to notify the police. She 
remained at her home until policemen 
arrived. 

Quarrel Over Opening Windows. 

At the Mounted District Station Mrs. 
Highley told Capt. Schwartz that a 
quarrel started at 5 a. m., when Highley 
arose and insisted on opening all the 
bedroom windows. Their children, Law- 
rence, 12; Mildred, 4, and Alice, 3, were 
asleep. 

Mrs. Highley said she objected to the 
windows being opened as she feared 
there would be too much draft on the 
children. She attempted to prevent 
Highley from raising one of the win- 
dows, she said, and he twisted her arm. 

Mrs. Highley said her husband ordered 
her to leave the house. They continued 
to quarrel at intervals until the shoot- 
ing, Mrs. Highley said. Highley went 
to the basement. 

Mrs. Highley took her husband’s re- 
volver from @ wardrobe and followed 
him to the basement and opened fire 
con him, she said. 

She then went to the door and called 
to Mrs. Emma Seymour, telling her she 
had shot her husband and asking her 
to telephone to the police. 

Suit for Divorce Pending. 

Mrs. Highley filed a divorce suit 
March 19. She told the police this was 
her second divorce suit, the 
having been withdrawn. 

Highley became a policeman June 138, 
19%. He had been a metal policher. 
For several years he had been a pa- 
trolman in the Magnolia Avenue Dis- 
trict and walked a beat bounded by 
Park and Chouteau avenues and Grand 
and Vandeventer avenues. 

Capt. Wilson of the Macnolia A:enue 
District today said Highley had a per- 
fect record as a pcliceman. In De.- 
cember, 1913, he was beaten by a bur- 
glar whom he attempted to arrest near 
Grand avenue and Arsenal street. while 
on his way home. 

In her divorce petition Mrs. Highley 
alleged that her husband was of a nag- 
ging disposition and cursed her and 
that he drank to excess and associated 
with other women. Once, she alleged, 
he threatened to kill her with a knife.

News of the death of Carl Busch, 
years old, son of the late Adolphus 
Busch, at the Busch home in Pasadena, 
Cal., at 7:30 o'clock this morning, 
reached his brother, August A. Busch 
of St. Louis, shortly afterward. 

Because of his serious illness, which 
had continued for several weeks, the 
wedding of Miss Marie SBusch, his 
niece, and C. Drummond Jones, last 
night, was a much more restricted af- 
fair than had at first been planned. 

Carl Busch had long been an invalid. 
He was taken West a rew weeks ago in 
the care of a corps of physicians who 
were constantly in attendance upon 
him. It was hoped that the Southern 
California climate would help him. 

Carl Busch was referred to in the will 
of his father as ‘‘my invalid son.’’ In 
consideration of giving August A. Busch 
two of the eight shares into which the 
estate was divided, August was 
made responsible for the care of his 
invalid brother. It was the wish of his 
father that Car! should continue to live 
as well as he. had been accustomed to 
living, and August A. Busch was di- 
rected to supply his wants and necessi- 
ties as they might arise up to $12,000 a 
year as long as he might live. 

It was provided that the receipt by 
August A. Busch of his interest under 
the will should constitute his accept- 
ance of the obligation to so support his 
brother, Car], but it was specified thar 
before the two shares were turned over 
to him the charge in favor of the in- 
valid should be secured in such manner 
as the trustees might determine. 


GAVE UP ALL WHEN BANK FAILED 


0. Cox, Formerly of Kansas 

City, Dies in Chicago. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 8—Wiley 
O. Cox, who died yesterday in Chicago, 
is best known in Kansas City as ‘“‘the 
man who laid his every possession 5n 
the altar of business honor.’ After 
the voluntary liquidation of the Kansas 
City State Bank in 196, of which he 
was president, he turned over every 
cent he had that depositors might not 
lose. Later, when he received $90,000 
from the Government through the sale 
of Indian lands, he insisted the last 
dollar be used to preserve his business 
integrity, although it was asserted the 
bank’s creditors had no legal! right to 
the money. Through Cox's action every 
depositor was paid full. 

Mr. Cox was born in Mississippi in 
1848, and came to Missouri in 1888, en- 
gaging in banking frst in Springfield 
and later in Kansag City. In 189% he 
purchased the Kansas City Times and 
sold it three vears later. He was widely 
known througHout the State in Demo- 
cratic politics. 4

Press Believes Sinking of His 
Submarine, U29, Was 


“Reprehensible”’ Act. 

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
April 8.—One of the news items given 
out today by the Overseas News Agen- 
cy is as follows:

A little later a 
court official announced that his 
majesty was ready for the audience. 

Then followed a long march 
through magnificent halls deco- 
rated in European style and finally 
a splendid stairway with crystal 
ballustrade was ascended to the sec- 
ond floor, where his majesty was 
waiting in a small, plainly furnished 
private parlor. The audience was 
somewhat remarkable because of the 
absence of anything to remind one 
of the Orient. The Sultan was seat- 
‘ed on a divan, but arose upon the 
entry of the correspondents and re- 
turned their salutations warmly. He 
then invited them to seats, which 
was an unusual honor, for all but 
the highest officials are usually left 
standing. 

Pleased to Meet Journalists. 

His majesty expressed his pleasure 
at meeting men who had been in 
the Dardanelles, and, on behalf of 
the journalists, the Associated Press 
correspondent thanked his: majesty 
for the cordial reception. This done, 
the Sultan startéd the conversation 
with the remark: 

“Kindly relate your experiences 
during your stay on the Darda- 
nelleg.’’ 

The Sultan seeméd to be in the 
best of health. He wore the conven- 
tional red calpac or fez of Turkey— 
the emblem that all Osmanlis are 
equal—a low white collar, gray cra- 
vat, blue serge suit and black shoes 
of comfortable cut, but no jewelry of 
any sort. 

The room was extremely plain, but 
tastefully decorated in a manner 
that seemed to be a compromise be- 
tween Turkish and Western art. In 
the grate a fire crackled; outside the 
rain was beating down, hiding most 
of the city and the Asiatic coast. 
Although located almost in the 
center of Galata-Fera, on the Bos- 
phorus, the palace is very quiet 
owing to the fact that it is cut off 
from the street by large gardens, 
laid out mostly in Italian style. 
This was the first audience grant- 
ed by Mehmed V to American news- 
papér men.

be otherwise, that at the outset our 
troops and the country itself still re- 
mained under the impression of the de- 
feats of 1870. The victory of the Marne, 
confirméd by the victory of Flanders; 
the impassible- barrier set up against 
the most formidable effoft which has 
ever been attempted in the military his- 
tory of the worid, have created a feel- 
ing of security which grows stronger 
every day. 

“Everyone is aware that in order to 
gain the day against the coalition which 
encloses her Germany needed a rapid 
success. This rapid success lacking, 
her defeat is certain. If for the last 
three months the French command has 
not engaged in a general offensive, it 
has had three decisive réasons for this. 
The first is that, having time on its 
side, it intends to make its efforts only 
after it has assembled all the means 
upon which it can rely, within a more 
or less interval of time, with abso- 
lute certainty. 

“The second is that the example of 
the Germans. at Ypres has shown us 
what may be the price of an offensive, 
vigorous indeed, but insufficiently pre- 
pared. The third reason is that the 
weather has been almost incessantly 
bad. 

“We have seen that the French arm) 
is strengthening itself every day, in 
heavy artillery, in explosive weapons 
for the trenches and in projectiles. It 
is known that the British army in 
France which at first consisted of four 
divisions is today (beginning of Feb 
ruary) composed of 10 British divisions. 
two Indian divisions and two cavalry 
corps, with 900 guns, of which 1 pieces 
are of heawy artillery. (A British divi- 
sion has 15,000 combatants.) It is known 
also that the number of troops now with 
the colors and being trained in England 
is very large. 

“Tt is known that the Belgian armv 
which is reconstituting itself will shortlv 
have six divisions of infantry and two 
divisions of cavalry. It is known that 
the Serbian army, supplied afresh with 
material and munitions, is once again 
prepared to show its splendid qualities. 
It is known finally that Russia contin- 
ues to draw upon the immense reservoir 
of her recruits, having up to the present 
utilized only the twentieth part. These 
are the reasons why the French com- 
mand has net hurried and awaits the 
hour which it considera favorable. These 
reasons, based on precise motives which 
are easy to test, are entirely irrefut- 
able.”’ 


“French Superiocrities.”’ 

“If, then, we turn to the future, we 
note that: | 

“The wastage of the German army 
is in all respects greater than that of 
the French army. The principal cause 
of this is the superiority of our artil- 
lery and the fighting methcds of the 
German infantry, which attacks in clos. 

It is 
now certain that the losses of our ad- 
versaries are double ours. 

“The possibilities of the German army 
from the point of view of effectiveness 
will go on decreasing more and more 
The German population capable -of 
bearing arms is in comparison with the 
French population in the proportion of 
three to two.

Offensive Faith of French. 

“Out of all thes eelements has beer. 
born the offensive faith of the Frencn 
army and its leaders. We have before 
us two systems. The one, the German 
system, demanded a.rapid success at 
the opening of the campaign, a suc- 
cess against France before the Rus- 
sians could come upor the field, before 
the British reserves could intervene, be- 
fore the economic trouble could make 
itself felt. Hence the creation in all 
haste of new corps whether or not they 
could be kept up for a long time. By 
predetermination the victory was 10 
be immediate. Now this necessary vic- 
tory, the Germans did not have. 

“The other system. the French sys- 
tem consists, with the advantage of the 
freedom of the seas, in maintaining in 
good and complete form a number of 
sufficient formations, and in creating 
new ones only in the measure in which 
they can with certainty be kept up and 
suitably and durably equipped with 
regimental organization. 

“This system is established with a 
view to a prolonged war. Of these two 
systems, which, after six months of 
trial, shall triumph? To put the ques- 
tion is to answer it. The Germans can 
no longer oppose us with forces su- 
perior to ours. They will, therefore, 
not be able to do in the future what 
they could not do in the past when 
they were one-third more- numerous 
than ourselves. Consequently our final 
victory must follow by the imperious 
necessity of the concordant force of 
facts and figures. 


“Our effort, too, is from now onward 
directed toward that offensive which 
we shall take at our own good time 
and the issue of which cannot be 
doubtful. , 

“Our reinforcements are being trained 
in the instruction camps with a view to 
that offensive. It is in view of the 
offensive that from day to day our 
stores of munitions, food and transport 
are being increased. It-is in view of 
the offensive that important reserves 
of telegraphi¢, telephonic, railway an: 
shipping material have been constitut- 
ed. It is in view of the offensive that 
the reoccupation of the Belgian, Lux- 
emburg and Alsace-Lorraine networks 
of railway has been prepared for, and 
that a military commission, English. 
French and Belgian... is preparing 10 
work them. It is in view of the of- 
fensive that to our 10,000 heavy Lor- 
ries we have added with the powerful 
aid of our automobile industry more 
than 49% new transport wagons since 
the beginning of the war. Against al! 
this which on our side is sure and avail- 
able, Germany can offer nothing either 
equivalent or analogous. 


“Milltary Wastage Goes On.” 
“The large resources in men, officers 


material and munitions, which she had‘ 


fr her disposal six months ago has been 


largely expended in the hope of crush- 
ing the opposed forces under the effort 
of mass and the effect of surprise, and 
théy are today scarcely sufficient after 
the defeat of that attempt to offer de- 
fensive resistance... The military wast- 
age goes on progressively at the same 
time as the economic wastage, and the 
moral wastage which is the consequence 
of them. The creation of new units can 
have no other object than to re-estab- 
lish the equilibrium of the balance of 
numbers which leans more and more to 
the side of the allies. Every further 
development given to the order of bat- 
tles wilk:result in a diminution of the 
general value of the German armies 
and accelerate the wear of them. It 
will also bring nearer the moment when 
Germany will be at the end of her mili- 
tary resources and incapable of ever re- 
gaining her numerical superiority. 

“At that moment France, taken by 
surprise in August, by a premeditated 
act of aggression, will begin the war 
in very truth with the entirety of her 
forces.”

AUSTRIA FAILS 10 


PROTEST AGAINST 


Belief in Some Quarters in 
Rome Is That. Concgssions 


Yet Will Be Made. 


By Associated Press. 

ROME, April 8.—Italy’s failure to enter 
the war up to the present time is @x- 
plained in official circles as due to the 
fact that the country’s statesmen do not 
wish to plunge the nation into the enor- 
mous risks of war without first exhaust- 
ing every possible means of obtaining 
what the people desire without recourse 
to arms. It is pointed out that in the 
meantime Italy is gaining every day in 
military strength and in economic re- 
sources by postponing her entrance into 
the conflict. 

Official reports received here from 
European capitais are said to agree 
in the statement that the supreme 
clash between the allicg on the one 
side and the Austro-German armies 
on the other, which originally seemed 
certain to take place in May, will be 
postponed until June or even later 
The answér made to those who 
are urging immediate hostilities 
is that under the circumstances 
there is no reason why Italy should 
hasten her action since the longer she 
delays, the greater would be her chancés 
of success and the greater the aid she 
would be able to give those countries on 
whose side she would align herself. 

No attempt is made to deny that a 
war against Austria, for which the Ital- 
ian people long have felt animosity, 
would be popular. In this connection it 
is pointed out that the Italian army has 
been succéssfully mobilized without a 
protest from Austria, the country most 
obviously threatened. This is taken in 
some quarters to indicate that the lead- 
ers of the dual monarchy are desirous 
of averting hositilties and that they may 
yet consent to make the territorial con- 
cessions Italy desires. 

Carasso Effendi and Midhat Bey, the 
first a member of the Turkish Chamber 
of Deputies and the second former secre- 
tary of the Turkish Committee of Union 
and Progress, are in Rome. They deny 
having any special mission, but it is 
recalled that they appeared here on the 
eve of negotiations léading to the peace 
between Italy and Turkey, 

Referring to the Dardanelles, these two 
Turks today expressed conviction that 
they could not be forced even with a 
powerful army. They described the 
economic situation of the Turkish people 
as excellent, and denied the current re- 
ports that Germany was ruling Turkey.

British Lists Show 2951 Casualties to 
Neuve Chapelle Fighting. 
LONDON, April 8—The big list of 
casualties of the rank and file of the 
British army issued yesterday of the 
recent fighting at Neuve Chapelle was 
increased today by the. giving out of 
another list, which contains the names 
of 1108 men. Of these 346 were killed 

and the remainder wounded. 

The casualty list issued yesterday 
carried the names of™1s43 noncommis- 
sioned officers and men of 7 different 
régiments. Of these 649 were killed and 
1107 wounded, while 87 were reported 
missing. The list of today shows iu.

The totals for the two days shows 
995 men killed, 1869 wounded and 87 miss- 
ing. Altogether the lists show casual- 
ties amounting to 291 in killed, wound- 
ea and missing. 

The lists evidently covered the lessés 
réceived in part of the sanguinary 
fighting which resulted in the capture 
of Neuve Chapelle last month.

BEATEN WITH REVOLVER 


Woman, Who Had Gone to 
House for Some Trinkets, Made 
Way to Neighbors for Aid. 


“Tiss Jane Ricker, 40 years old, mem- 
wer of a wealthy family which has re- 
sided for years at Kirkwood, was shot 
twice and seriously ‘wounded this morn- 
ing by a negro intruder in the old 
Ricker homestead, which occupies an 
entire block at Harrison and Jefferson 
avenues, in Kirkwood. : 

Since the death two years ago of her 
father, E. Drew Ricker, the homestead 
has not been occupied. Miss Ricker had

Negro Wanted Money. 

Intending to walk into the rear yard, 
she started into the kitchen, aud was 
confronted there by a young negro who 
had been eating in the room. She de- 
manded te know what the negro was 
doing in the House, and was told he 


wanted her money. 

Miss Ricker said she had some change 
and would get it. <As_ she 
started to leave the kitchen the negro 
sprang toward her, pressed a revolv- 
er close to her head and fired twice. 
One bullet entered the neck and the 
other grazed the skin on her forehead. 
The negro then struck her twice on the 
head with the revolver, and Miss Rick- 
er fell unconscious. 


When Miss Ricker regained con- 
sciousness, she picked up her basket 
and ran, in a daze, 200 yards to the 
home of Frank Roseman, where, 
after explaining she had been shot, 
she fainted. Dr. Henry Hanson, for- 
mer County Health Commissioner, 
whose homa adjoins the Roseman 
residence, g¥ve temporary treatment. 

Fast Ride to Hospital.

rather than by individuals, why Rocke- 
feller considers groundless the often ex- 
pressed fear that it is dangerous for a 
public institution to receive money from 
private interests. 

“It is a great power to be able to 
give money,” he says. “It may be 
equally virtuous or commendable to 
withhold it. A great responsibility rests 
upon the administrators. But I have 
a great deal of confidence in the trus- 
tees as well as in the American pec “le 
and their good common sense. In that 
lies our security.” 

At the outset the writer tells of the 
futility of trying to reach him with a 
personal appeal for financial aid. His 
long experience has taught him that it 
is rarely worth while to give help to 
individuals or to local institutions which 
ought to expect their chief support from 
their immediate territory. Only move- 
ments of national or international scope 
can hope for an audience, and they 
must submit in writing along with their 
requests detailed information as to what 
they expect to do and what their limi- 
tations and surroundings are. 


Three Ciasses of Claims.

if it were possible, Rockefeller de- 
clares. He has created a department to 
handle them.

He makes it plain that small col- 
leges in competition with important 
schools in their own territory need 
expect little -consideration. Money 
should be concentrated where it will 
do most good. “To help an inefficient, 
ill-located, unnecessary school is a 
waste,” he says. 


Confidence m Democracy. 


HE public need not fear that big 
T business will encroach upon the 
independence of teachers under 
a system whereby the funds of a col- 
lege are managed by a “benevolent 
trust.” He points out that charters 
to such trusts are revocable for mis- 
use of the funds. 


“Furthermore,” he concludes, ‘“T 
have such confidence in democracy 
that I believe it can better be left to 
the people and their representatives 
to remedy evils when there is some 
tangible evidence that they are im- 
pending, rather than to restrict the 
power for service in anticipation of 
purely hypothetical dangers.”

Mrs. L. C. Pearson, Who Re- 
sided in German Capital Eight 
Years, Says Prices: Have 
Doubled. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 8.—Assigning the 
cost of living in Berlin as the reason 
for their journey, Mrs. L. C. Pearson 
and her daugther, Margaret, of St. 


Louis, arrived here aboard the Noor- 


dam today. 
Mrs. Pearson and her daughter have 
lived for the last eight years in the 


German capital. Mrs. Pearson said that 


despite official reports to the contrary, 
prices in Berlin were at twice their for- 
mer figures. She said, too, that the 
system of bread tickets was rigidly 
enforced, even to the extent that, if 
one were caught deceiving the authori- 
ties, he incurred a penalty of two years 
at hard labor. 

The Noordam had a thrilling trip.

Asserts He Did Not Complain of 
Paterson Audiences, Then 
Says, “What if I Did?”’ 


PATERSON, N. J., April 8.—Attend- 
ance at the revival meetings being 
conducted here by Billy Sunday con- 
tinue below the standard maintained 
at other of his meetings. The attend- 
ance last night was a little larger 
than on the night before. 

Sunday, dressed in his flowered silk 
dressing gown, fastened with a dia- 
mond pin, saw reporters at his apart- 
ments yesterday.

“New York newspaper men who say 
that I said Paterson crowds are cool, 
compared to the Philadelphia crowds, 
are liars,” he yelled. 

Never Asked Paper’s Support.

Let ’em stay away if they don't 
like things. I never asked newspaper 
support in my life. 

“‘Certainly—we're delighted with 
reception here.’’ 

When Sunday finished his sermon, @ 
group of reporters from New York ap- 
proached him as he came from the plat- 
form.

Thinks, However, Nation Could 
Organize Mobile Force to 
Repel Invaders. 


Major-General Francis Vinton Greene, 
U. 8. V. of Buffalo, N. Y¥., in a book 
entitled “The Present Military Situa- 
tion in the United States,’ just pub- 
lished by the Scribners, says that if the 
Germans ever attempt to cross the At- 
lantic they will succeed, and it ‘is also 
his belief that unless adequate steps 


are taken to organize a mobile army of 
defense, they will land and have no great 
difficulty in capturing. New York, after 
which they would round up the princi- 
pal millionaires of Manhattan, if said 
‘nillionaires waited around in the neigh- 
torhood, and hold them for a huge in- 
demnity. 

This is the plan which he thinks 
would be adopted: 

“A fleet of transports composed of 
Ships not less than 10,000 nor more 
than 50,000 tons in size, with speed of 
not less than 18 knots, properly escorted 
by battleships and scout cruisers, and 
carrying about 15 divisions—say 240,000 
infantry, with the proper ‘complement 
of artillery, cavairy and engineers—and 
having on the decks of these ships an 
ample supply of aeroplanes, would sail 
from Bremerhaven, Cuxhaven, Ham- 
burg. Gluckstadt, Emden and Kiel, «nd 
*n about 10 days—longer, perhaps, if 
there was a great naval battle on the 
way—would arrive off the Long Island 
coast somewhere between Montauk 


would be reconnoitered by the aero- 
planes, and then the torpedo boats, the 
scout cruiser, and in the background 
the battleships, would close in toward 
the shore and with their guns protect 
the landing. 

March on New York. 

“Once landed, the march would be- 
gin for Long Island City, and unless we 
had a mobile army of at least equal 
strength, equally trained, and com-

This, Greene declares, is no more fan- 
tastic than the fate of Belgium. What 
happened to Belgium might happen to 
the United States. The only difference 
that he sees in the situation of the two 
countries is that while the German 
troops were across the Belgian border in

He does not think that this will hap- 
pen, because he thinks a mobile army 
of sufficient size to repell such an at- 
tempted invasion will be created, which

range of the guns of its ships, defeat it 
and drive it back under the protection of 
the guns of the fleet, forcing upon the 
army the alternative of re-embarking or 
running the, risk of losing tne protection 
of the fleet, which would be compelled 
hy rough weather to steam away from 
the Coast.

BRYAN ASKS PARTY 
10 TAKE DRY SIDE 
WHEN ITI ISSUE 


Tells Iowa Democrats They 
Should Put Up Candidates 
Not.Controlled by Wets. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Secretary 
Bryan.has made public a letter he has 
written to L. W. ‘Kennington, Vemo- 
cratic National Committeeman from 
Iowa, expressing the hope that the Dem- 
ocrats of Iowa would take a stand for 
prohibition and vote against officials 
whe could be controlled Ly the liquor 
interests. 

In a statement given out with the 
lett¢r, Bryan said he hoped to see the 
Democratic party take the prohibition 
side wherever the question was raised, 
and that if the liquor interests insisted 
upon making an issue in the selection of 
a national committceman, the people op- 
posed to the liquor traffic could not af- 
ford to ignore it. 

“I do not know to what extent the 
liquor question will be an issue in the 
campaign next year,’ he added. ‘“‘At the 
present time it does not seem probable 
that it will find.a place in the platform 
of eithcr the Democratic or the. Repub- 
licen party, but there is no reason why 
the national committeemen should not 
represent the sentiment of the party on 
this subject as on other subjects.” 

‘Kennington had written Bryan that 
his name was being used in behalf of a 
candidate for the National Committee. 

Text of Bryan’s Letter. 

In his letter Bryan said: 

“The Legislature of Iowa has voted 
statutory prohibition, and also has sub- 
mutted to the people .a_ prohibition 
amendment to the constitution. It be- 
comes necessary, therefore, for the vot- 
ers of Iowa to act upon the liquor 
question, both in choosing another Leg- 
islature and voting upon the amend- 
ment submitted. The Democrats of 
lowa, constituting: a-considerable por- 
tion of the voting population, must take 
action upon this subject both in the 
nomination and election of Legislators, 
and also directly, as they vote upon 
the prohibition amendment. 

“I take it for granted that the Dem- 
ocratic party will act upon the sub- 
ject in its State ard local conventions 
and even if it does not, the individual 
action taken by the menibers of the 
organization will, to a greater or less 
extent, commit the party on this sub- 
ject and thus affect the party’s strength 
in the State. 

“It is proper that the National Com. 
mitteeman should’ represent the attitude 
of the party on this question; in fact, 
the liquor int¢trests have already ruled 
out one good man because te is ‘dry. 
The only way in which the sentiment 
of the parity can be made evident in 
advance of a convention vor an election 
is for each person to Vote as he thinks, 
if he acts as an individual, or, as his 
constituents think, if he acts as a rep- 
resentative. 

“The liquor question is a moral ques- 
tion and our party’s hope of success in 
the State of Iowa for years to come will 
in my judgment, depend upon the man- 
ner in which it meets this question and 
the position it takes upon it. 

“If I were a citizen of Iowa I would 
make my opinion on the subject mani- 
fest by casting whatever influence I had 
in favor of the selection of officials 
who would not be controlled by, or 
under obligations to, the liquor interest, 
but would be positively and definitely 
committed to the home as against ths 
saloon. 


“Liquor Interests in Conspiracy.” 
“The brewer, the distiller and the sa- 


loon keeper are in conspiracy against all 
that is pure in society, against all that 
is sacred in tie family—against all that 
is good in industry and desirable in 
Government. I do not mean to say that 
every brewer, every distiller or every 
saloon keeper is consciously conspiring, 
but the business in which these men 
are engaged is the enemy of progress 
and civilization and they are not in po- 
sition to oppose the influences that 
dominate it. Those who represent the 
liquor interests are conscienceless in 
their methods; they debauch the indl- 
viduals through whom they act, and any 
party to which they dictate. The Demo- 
cratic party can only hope “for success 
when it gives expression to high ideals 
and makes itself the champion of the 
noblest principles and the best policies. 

“Whenever a moral question is raised, 
therefore, there is but one side to it, 
unless the party is willing to sell its 
soul for a support which cannot be more 
than temporary and which cannot be 
accepted even temporarily without the 
forfeiture of public respect. 

“It does not matter much what partic- 
ular individual is chosen as national 
committeeman, but it matters a great 
deal whether he stands on the moral 
or immoral side of the line that sepa- 
rates the forces that are soon to engage 
in political battle in Iowa. It would be 
far better to take an obscure man who 
is right on the liquor question than a 
well-known man who is wrong on the 
liquor question, for an unknown man 
ceases to be unknown when he becomes 
the exponent of a righteous cause—he 
borrows strength from his cause; where- 
as individual strength and personal in- 
fluence dwindle into nothingness under 
the blight of an unholy alliance with an 
immoral cause. 

“If, therefore, anybody asks you my 
opinion, you may say that in any con- 
test between a wet and a dry candidate 
for national committeeman I am for the 
dry candidate and that I shall be great- 
ly disappointed if the Democratic party 
in Iowa does not throw the weight of its 
influence against the liquor interests 
and all that they stand for or desire." 

In giving out the text of this lettter 
to Committeeman Kennington, Secretary 
Bryan issued this supplementary state- 
ment: 

“The letter of Committeeman Kenning- 
ton explains itself. It was being urged 
in behalf of one candidate that I favorec 
his selection. When this was brought to 
my attention I felt that if my opinion 
was desired it ought to be given to alt, 
and that the reasons for that opinion 
should be stated so that the Democrats 
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“The prohibition question is an issue in 
Iowa, and this fact is so clearly under- 
stood by the liquor forces that one of 
the leaders of the wet element of the 
Democratic, party in Iowa objected to a 
very excellent man on the ground that 
he, belonged to the drys. 

“If the liquor interests insist upon 
making the question an issue in the se- 
lection of a national committeeman. 
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not well ignore the issue. As a matter

Health Commissioner Says 
Has Not Supplied Funds for 
Prevention Work. 


LEFT TO PRIVATE CHARITY 


Starkloff Confirms Statement 
That Death Rate From Dis- 
ease Is High Here. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff, in 2 
talk with a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day, confirmed the statement of the St. 
Louis Society for the Relief and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis that St. Louis 
has a larger proportion of tuberculosis 
deaths than other American cities of 
its rank, and that the rate here is on 
the increase, while it is decreasing else- 
where. Sg 

Dr. Starkloff said that this state of 
affairs could have been prevented if the 
city had spent a proper amount for the 
relief and prevention work now left to 
private charity, and that the tubercu- 
losis death rate in future could be ma- 
terially reduced if the city government 
would support this work. 

The Anti-Tuberculosis Society made 
its statements about the death rate in 
a letter which it hag sent out soliciting 
funds. It stated that St. Louis had the 
highest death rate from tuberculosis 
among the six leading American cities; 
that New York had the lowest rate: 
that one out of every nine funerals in 
St. Louis was that of a tuberculosis vic- 
tim; that nearly three-fourths of the 
deaths from contagious diseases here 
for 10 years had been from tuberculosis; 
that 13 per cent of al] deaths here in 1914 
were from this cause; that Pittsburg, 
the smokiest city, had a much lower 
rate that St. Louis, and that the rate is 
increasing here and decreasing in other 
c’*ies. 


Baseq Upon Official Figures. 
These statements were so startiing 
that a question was raised as to their 


accuracy, but A. W. Jones Jr., secretary 


of the scclety, went over the different 
assertions with a reporter and showed. 
in an article printed in Tuesday's Post- 
Dispatch, that they were borne out by 
Health Department figures. 

“The official figures bear out the so- 
ciety’s assertions,’ said Dr. Sta)» lof?. 
“The society is also correct, in my opin- 
ion, in saying that the present condition 
here could have been prevented and 
can be remedied by measures which 
have been tried and have succeeded in 
other cities. The most important of 
these measures is the maintenance of 
a corps»: visiting nurses. 

“The / fealth Department has request- 
ed app priations for visiting nurses, but 
these Spropriations Fave been stricken 
out of the municipal budget year after 
year. We haven't a visiting nurse on 
the department staff, and the few nurses 
whom the Anti-Tuberculosis Society has 
been able to employ have had their 
hands full with relief work, and have 
had no chance to do preventive work. 

“Public health is a purohasable com- 
modity in this matter of tuberculosis 
just as in other respects. There is no 
reason why the same results that have 
been obtained by the expenditure of 
city funds in New York, Chicago, Phil- 
adeiphia, Boston, Cleveland and 11 
other large American cities, should not 
be successful here. The climate of St. 
Louls is not unfavorable. Patients can 
get well here just as surely as they can 
anywhere else. 

“The work of a corps of visiting 
nurses is educational and preventive. 
The nurses give direct assistance and 
teach the infected person how to care 
for himself, not only how to avoid in- 
fecting others, but how to avoid re- 
infecting himself, as so many tubercu- 
losis patients do, who might be cured 
but for the fact that they go on in- 
fecting new tracts in their lungs. If 
the Health Department had such an 
Organization of nurses we could stead- 
ily reduce the death rate from tuber- 
culosis, instead of seeing it rise, as at 
present.”’ 

Dr. L. C. Boisliniere of 3544 Wash- 
ington avenue, chief of staff of Mount 
St. Rose Hospital for tuberculosis pa- 
tients, said the official figures showed 
conclusively that the battle against tu- 
Serculosis should no longer be left to 
privately financed organizations, but 
should be taken up by the city govern- 
ment. While indorsing the visiting 
nurse plan, he thinks tuberculosis hos- 
Pitals the chief need in a campaign 
against the disease. 

“The record of 1500 tuberculosis deaths 
in 1914,"" said Dr. Boisliniere, ‘‘meaps an 
economic loss of $4,500,000 to the com- 
munity, on the basis of the common es- 
timate that the life of the average indi- 
vidual is worth $30% to the city. Surely 
the city can afford to spend the money 
needed to fight this disease. The prob- 
lem is too big to be nandled adequately 
by a private organizatton. 

“The low death rate from tuberculo- 
sis in New York is directly due to the 
work of Dr. Biggs. whose efforts re- 
sulted in the buildrmge of a $3,000,000 
municipal hospital for tuberculosis pa- 
tients, on Staten Island. Chicago, which 
a few years ago had only 300 beds avail- 
able for tuberculosis patients, passed a 
law setting aside a percentage of the 
tax rate for anti-tuberculosis work. In 
this manner a municipa] hospital with 
3200 beds has been provided. 

“At Mount St. Rose Hospital we care 
for # charity patients, all from St. 
Louls. We have to turn away two to 
five persons daily who apply for this 
charity treatment. 

“St. Louis’ climate is much more fa- 
vorable for tuberculosis patients than 
the climate of New York or Boston. 
which have vastly reduced their deaths 
from this cause by wise expenditures

Senator Hawkins’ testimony that within the 
last three weeks convicts were still being tortured 
by being hung up in the rings at Jefferson City 
furnishes further reason for exercising care in the 
selection of the new Superintendent of Prison In- 
dustries. Blundering in the appointment would 
leave small hope for humane, rational policies 
during two more years. | 

The Post-Dispatch’s seasonable and instructive 
article on the prison system at Stillwater, Minn., 
carries with it a pointed criticism of incapacity and 
brutality at the Missouri Penitentiary. 

The substitution of the State account plan for 
the contract plan was begun by Minnesota nearly 
twenty-five years ago. The first industry was one 
of those binder twine plants now commion to many 
prisons, but unusual energy and ability, especially 
in seeking markets, have developed a business 
of remarkable dimensions. A second industry in- 
troduced eight years ago—the manufacture of farm 
tools and machinery—was a natural consequence 
of the first. 


labor of Minnesota convicts has expired. All the 
prison inmates are now employes of the State in- 
stead of selfish, grasping contractors. From the 
sale of the things made by these convicts during 
the last two years, $35,000 was paid the convict 
workers themselves at the rate of from 10 to 50 
cents a day, $117,077 was paid for food and main- 
tenance expenses and $600,115 was turned over to 
the State authorities as the net profit made on 
their labor. 

What Minnesota has done Missouri car do with 
less difficulty. Minnesota was a pioneer State in 
creating tolerable conditions of convict employ- 
ment. , Her experience and that of other statés 
which’ have addressed themselves with energy 
and intelligence to the same problem will be avail- 
able for guidance in working out plans at Jeffer- 
son City.

They must 
be men of average intelligence, force of char- 
acter and initiative.

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A SAVING ON RAILROAD STEEL. 

Greatly reduced equipment purchases by rail- 
roads during many months seriously affected the 
steel] mills of the country. After, however, an in- 
crease in freight rates and certain passenger rates 
was authorized, one of the first orders placed was 
given to the Algoma plant of Canada. 

Why our own mills, with many of their em- 
ployes working only part time, lost this order, 
which called for the manufacture of thousands of 
tons of stee) rails for the Illinois Central, is a 
question of considerable public interest. 

The Railway Age, which may be supposed to 

have special facilities for ascertaining the reason, 
says the American mills would not subject their 
products to quality tests and held out for the 
trust rate of $28 a ton. 
A Post-Dispatch correspondent writes that the 
Algoma concern is “dumping” rails into this coun- 
try; that even when it sells to international roads, 
it makes a lower charge for rails laid on this side 
of the line than for those laid on the other; that 
Canada protects itself from retaliation of the same 
form by an anti-dumping law preventing foreign- 
ers from selling in Canada at lower prices than 
they charge at home. He adds: 

Without believing in a high tariff, it certaln- 
ly seems that this is unfair to the American 
manufacturing and laborer; and with this ad- 
ded information before you would like 
through another one of your editorials to see 
your view on thegcondition that really works 
a hardship to both manufacturer and laborer. 

A hardship of vastly greater proportions is that 
resulting from the Steel Trust’s continuous exac- 
tion from the railroads of an excessive fixed price, 
which is ultimately passed on to the whole publi¢ 
in carrying charges. 

For every $1 worth the Algoma company has 
sold abroad at less than home prices the Stee! 
Trust probably has sold $10,000 worth. Can we

NO MONOPOLY OF 
UHIINA, SAYS OKUMA 


Premier Cables That Mischief 
Makers Are Causing 
Misunderstandings. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—Count Okuma, 
Prime Minister of Japan, and head of 
the Government at Tokio, repeats in a 
dispatch to the Independent, dated Apri! 
3, the substance of an interview he gave 
out at home on the same day. The mes- 
sage cabled to New York, reads: 

“The uneasiness and suspicion in the 
United States in connection with Japan's 
negotiations at Pekin are based on mis- 
understanding and misinformation scat- 
tered broadcast by interested mischief- 
makers. When the negotiations are dis- 
closed it will be found: 

“That Japan has not infringed the 
rights of other nations. 

“That Japan has edhered strictly to 
the principle of equal cpportunity. 

“That Japan is not attempting to se- 
cure a monopoly over China. 

“That Japan is not seeking to secure 
in China any advantage which docs not 
accord with the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
or with any treaties or undertakings 
with the United States. 

‘“‘We have fully informed the United 
States and other interested Powers as to 
Japan’s furposes. We believe that they 
are satisfied. The negotiations between 
Japan and China are nearing a satis- 
factory ccnclusion. I em now willing to 
state publicly through the Independent 
that Japan is quite confident of the 
rectitude and good faith of her position. 
Japan is merely seeking to Settle out- 
standing troublesome questions in a way 
looking toward permanent peace and 
good understanding.” 


CHINA TAKES ALL 
JAPAN WILL GiVE 


PEKIN, China, April 8&—The Chinese 
statesman who has borne the brunt of 
the negotiations with the Japanese en- 
voys is Yuan Shi Kai, the President of 
the republic. He has carried the entire 
responsibility of the negotiations for 
China and virtually alone he has ob- 
trained the best terms he could. 

During these days the President has 
cften sought foreign advice. Only this 
week he received two foreigners and 
wis advised by them to radical courses 
each diametrically orposed to the otlier. 
He fcllowed neither, put continued en a 
‘course the purpose. uf which evidently 
is to afford China protection by con- 
tinued negotiations and concessions. 
Consequently China is today discussing 
with Japar certain of the Tokio de- 
munds which she at one time refused 
even to consider. 

The progress of these negotiations is 
being watched with the closest atten- 
tiorr by all the foreign diplomats in 
Pekin, and the Pvritish and American 
newspapers published in China are 
equally interested. Just at present in- 
terest centers in what concessions 
China will make on the clauses in group 
» of the Japanese demands. These pro- 
vide for the employment of Japanese 
advisers by China; for Japanese right 
of ownership to land in the interior of 
China; for the employment of Japanese 
police in China: that China purchase 
munitions of war from Japan and that 
she grant to Japan railroad concessions 
in the eastern part of central China: 
that China permit Japan to work mines 
and build railroads in Fukien province, 
and that Japan subjects be allowcd to 
propagate Buddhism ir. China.

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MAYOR-ELECT OF 
FAST ST. LOUIS 10 
‘MAKE IT BE GOOD’ 


Frederick W. Mollman Says 
That Gambling Houses and 
Wine Rooms Must Go. 


East St. Louis, which Tuesday chose 
Frederick W. Moliman for its next 
Mayor by 27 votes over the incumhent, 


John M. Chamberlin, was informed this 
morning that its new boss is going to 
make it be good. The wineroom and 
the gambling house must go, he said; 
the segregated district will be kept 
closed and its former inmates’ will be 
forced out of the city. 

The announcement followed closely 
Mayor Chamberlin’s statement that he 
would not contest the election. Cham- 
berlin, accordrng to his secretary, said 
that a majority of five would be as 
good as one of 500, so far as he is con- 
cerned, and, since the other man had 
won, he was entitled to enjoy the vic- 
tory. 

Public Hearings on Franchises. 

The new administration is to depart 
irom many precedents, Moliman as- 
seris. For one thing, public heerings 
are to be granted on all proposed fran- 
chise grants. The Chamberlin regime 
found itself bitterly attacked in the re- 
cent campaign because «4 30-year fran- 
rhise to a water company was rushed 
through at a single session of the City 
Council, the city receiving only $75,000 
from the company. 

Champberlin’s foes declare that before 
he was elected. two years ago, by the 
larvest plurality ever given to an East 
Side Mayor, he promised to take a com- 
mittee of business men into his counsel 
on all franchise matters. They taxed 
niin with failure to keep the promise 
when he was up for re-election, and 
the accusation is believed to have cost 
him many votes. 

Mollman has also promised that he 
will consult his cabinet, the City Attor- 
ney, City Clerk and City Treasurer, on 
all policies of importance. That thev 
were elected on-different tickets and be- 
longed t» different factions need not be 
a difficulty hé thinks. He predicts they 
will get along amicably. 

Two Paydays Each Month. 

The practice of paying workmen in the 
street department monthly and permit- 
ting them to cash their warrants at a 5 
per cent discount in a saloon is to be 
discontinued. The men will be paid 
twice a month, Molliman said, and “the 
only pay window will be the Treasurer’s 
office.’’ 

“Any person attempting to run a 
gambling house or a wineroom will be 
arrested forthwith,’”’ Mollman told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘To break up 
a segregated district and permit wine- 
rooms would be like abohishing the 
standing army and keeping the recruit- 
ing stations open.’’ 

Complete returns show the Moll- 
man ticket elected 14 candidates and 
the Chamberlin party 13. The offices 
won by the Mollman party are Mayor, 
City Treasurer, three Aldermen, two 
Park Commissioners, six Supervisors 
and Justice of the Peace. The Cham- 
berlin party elected City Clerk, City 
Attorney, five Aldermen and six Su- 
pervisors. : 

The’ Supervisors elected are J. W. 
3avin, Patrick Sullivan, John Hol- 
royd, John Joyce, R. A. Huber, C. W. 
Richards, George Tuthill, Joseph 
Bauchens, W. A. Murphy, E. McAu- 
liffe, Edward Dooley and Henry’ 
Longust, 

Many Shakeups Expected. 

Many shakeups in all city depart- 
ments are expected when the new ad- 
ministration goes in. Ransom Payne 
probably will be the next Chief of 
Police. It is expected that all heads of 
departments in the city hall who hold 
appointive positions, will be replaced. 
Firemen are under civil service regu- 
lations, but the heads of that depart- 
ment were active in the campaign for 
Chamberlin. . 

The election was the first ever 
geld in East St. Louis that resulted 
in the defeat of the administration 
candidate for Mayor.

In a few minutes the 
new champion came down and the two 
shook hands.

Johnson shook hands with. many 
friends who were going away with the 
Willard party.

When the party landed at Key West

When Willard appeared and went walk- 
ing down along the tracks, head and 
shoulders above his companions, there 
was one wild yell, and in an instant 
the restraining fence was torn dowr 
and the crowd rushed frantically to 
meet him.
